2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-25 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by EP 1067352 Al which discloses the recited static mixer 
and method including multiple grids and a connector in Figure 1. 

Claims 1-2, 7-14, and 17-25 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Horner (US 4,093,188) which discloses 
the recited static mixer and method including multiple grids and a connector in Figures 1-5 . 

Claims 1-2, 7-14, and 17-25 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Doom (US 4,072,296) which discloses the 
recited static mixer and method including multiple grids and a connector in Figures 1-4. 

Claims 1-25 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus possess industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry such as in the mixing of a fluid stream within a conduit.
